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PUBLIC OPINION AND THE 


JUDICIARY 


William Sentner, a St. Louis man who 


admits his communist party affiliations, 
took hoid of the Maytag strike down in 
Iowa with the purpose of opening up the 
eyes of the people to the glories of the 
rule of Lenin. 


Recently he was convicted by an Jowa 


jury of criminal syndicalism. The evi- 
dence showed that in the usual flaming 
manner he had urged destruction and 
preached the harmonies to be found in hu- 
man ancl industrial explosions. 


The Iowa circuit judge who presided at 


this trial gave again one of those im- 
pressive and heartening examples of an 
independent judiciary that runs true to 
America's great judicial traditions. Au- 
thorized by the law to send this man to 
prison for 10 years the judge contented 
himself with imposing a fine of $2500 and 
then told the accused that "practically 
every man on the street asked-me to give 
you the limit," 


American judges who are worth their 


salt are not run by public opinion for 
public opinion hasn't anything to do with 
the administration of justice. Public 
opinion is a mercurial affair shooting to 
the top when the sun blazes, thudding 
to the bottom when the 
north wind' 


blows. But justice is even tempered. It 
labors to rid itself of prejudice, hatred 
and anger just as effectively as it side- 
steps favoritism. This judge belongs in 
the same category with that splendid ju- 
dicial officer in Alabama who willingly 
surrendered his job rather than send 
some ragged negroes to their death upon 
evidence unworthy to support the shoot- 
ing of a dog even though the mob in the 
street—and mobs vote—cried for lives. 


The Iowa judge realized, how com- 


pletely the rural community over which 
he presided hated communists and their 
activities and how solidly the people 
would have supported him had 
he 


slammed the statute book shut and im- 
posed a five or ten year term. 


But that wasn't justice according to his 


notions. The accused hadn't gotten very 
far with that^Maytag strike. The people 
who had heard his ugly preachments had 
not become inoculated with the spraying 
virus. They didn't understand how more 
washing machines could be turned out 
after the designers are shot and the build- 
ing dynamited. 


And so this judge, concluding that jus- 


tice would be more nearly approximated 
with a fine, straightened his broad back 
against public opinion and did what he 
thought was right instead of what he knew 
would be popular. 


Examples of this sort are occurring 


in American courts almost every day. And 
that is why they are sound. 


BROWSER'S TRIAL 


It is not to be forgotten that whenJEarl 


Browder, the Communist leader, comes 
to trial he is simply Earl Browder and 
entitled to a presumption of innocence 
until weight of evidence turns the scales 
against him. 


Neither must v/e forget that one who 


gives loyalty to Moscow is nevertheless 
subject to the same penalties for breaking 
our laws as Mrs. Aitorbilt on Park Avenue 
or a hall clothed negro tenant in Miss- 
issippi. 


Reds have been the special pets of the 


government for some years past. Our rul- 
ers seem to fear they might cry that they 
were being persecuted lor their foolish 
opinions if they were arrested for a con- 
tumacious disregard of our laws. Thus 
they have been allowed with impunity to 
commit offenses no one else would dare to 
commit with any expectation of escaping 
punishment. They have become possessed 
of superior rights to those of the ordinary 
citizen. 


But when Mr. Browder Is brought to 


trial it will be best to bear in mind that 
he is not to be tried as a Red or as a 
lunatic but for having fraudulently used 
a passport. 


Nor should we permit him to escape 


by letting him throw the engine off the 
track either. His defense is likely to be 
not thai he didn't use the false passport 
but that he is a martyr fleeing from the 
police, the army, the jiavy and the Re- 
publican party. 


WAR AND AMERICAN INDUSTRY 
American manufacturers through their 


national association are taking the war 
against v»ar to the people. 


In full page advertisements in the 


metropolitan Sunday press they are con- 
ducting a campaign of education. They 
are eliciting support by trying to demon- 
strate to the people that in the last analy- 
sis no one can possibly profit through war 
unless it be those who do not participate 
in it. 


Under one heading entitled "American 


Industry Hates War" the manufacturers 
reason: 


"Wat destroys Jives. 
War wrecks 


homes. Economic chaos and years of 
crushing depression are its inevitable 
aftermath. It imperils representative 
democracy. Free institutions are among 
its eaily vicunas. Ultimately no one 
can escape the ruin of war.

In Old New York 


Peace is the life blood of progress. 
Peace must be the national objective. 


"Emotionalism can betray us into 


war. 


"A public will to peace, coupled with 


•wise public policies and affirmative 
action lo this end by our government 
will keep us out of war. A fatalistic 
attitude that war is inevitable for us 'is 
absurd. It presupposes that America 
cannot conduct itself intelligently to 
preserve peace and its own interests." 
This reply in particular to an attitude 


that came out of Washington only a month 
ago to the effect that in three months we 
would be in the war, or at the most, in 
six, is timely and is bound to be effec- 
tive. We do not know who is responsible 
for that "fatalistic attitude" that we were 
bound to be swirled by the tremendous 
flood waters into active participation in 
the bloody contest. It may merely have 
resulted from rational steps taken by cer- 
tain departments of our government to 
prepare for any eventuality and it may 
have been the voice of those who believe 
in internationalism and those others who 
think war might save and preserve for 
them a continuation of the present pro- 
tection to the Praetorian Guard. 


It is easy enough to say that no sane 


person can believe that profit will result 
from the wreckage of human life and the 
destruction of "human governments. But 
it is necessary among a great many peo- 
ple to keep forever before them the ulti- 
mate results of war so they may not be 
misled by some of its apparently at- 
tractive side-lines. 


The National Association of Manufac- 


turers is performing a healthy service 
by spreading far and wide their message 
to the effect that American 
industry 


wanted nothing to do with war. 


HONEST PROPAGANDA 


Johannes Borchers at New York set 


a fine example for "the country. 


Mr. Borchers wanted to present the 


German side of the prevailing war pub- 
licly. He wished to elicit support, or at 
least sympathy, with German ambitions 
and endeavors. So he hired a hall and ad- 
dressed a great crowd frankly, openly, 
decently. 


No 
American 
has 
any 
objection 


to this form 
of honest 
propaganda. 


The men and 
women who listened 


to Mr. Borchers knew that he was 
consul general for Germany at New York. 
They knew his purpose. He stated it 
frankly. He didn't pose as a member of 
the American League for Peace & Democ- 
racy. He didn't pretend he was a spokes- 
man for the International Labor Defense. 
He employed none of the masks used by 
the Reds nor did he pretend in Kuhn's 
Bund manner that he was supporting the 
principles of Washington 
and 
Lincoln 


while arguing for purity of race or some 
other ism from Berlin. 


Altogether, Mr. Borchers did a very 


commendable thing. He rescued propa- 
ganda from the alley. He put it on a 
respectable plane. ' The reaction to his 
candor and sincerity must have been 
satisfactory.

ing at any rate—against ever again 
mixing in a European war. 


Sentiment could change. Our own 


experiences run back far enough to 
remember how our boyish enthusi- 
asm for the Germans one year 
changed the next to pitiless hate. 


But another essential thing .has 


happened. It is likely now that 
neither Germany nor England will 
be overwhelmingly dismayed, re- 
gardless of how the Congress finally 
shapes the bill. The month of de- 
bate, reported copiously overseas, ai 
least among the leaders of the war- 
ring nations, has dpubtless demon- 
strated that a vote one way or the 
other isn't such surefire proof tha 
we are^headed in the direction ot 
any particular side. 


It is true that repeal is more like- 


ly to help the Allies than the Ger- 
mans. That is no startling develop- 
ment. This country has been slanted 
that way for at least three genera- 
tions. 


The advantage of the long debate 


has been'to let the country, as wall 
as the Senate, look at the thing 
from all angles. If the decision of 
Congress turns out bad and we 
finally get into the mess, nobody 
can say he was trapped.

By recognizing the principle that 


"every man is the center of his 
own universe" and applying it in

industry can 


strengthen democracy. S. F. Shat- 
tuck, Neenah, vice 
president of 


Kimberly-Clark corporation, said in 
a talk before the Appleton Rotary 
club yesterday noon in the Conway 
hotel. 


Respect for the human person- 


ality—which is the basis of demo- 
cracy—is a doctrine "applicable to 
industrial life but only 
as it is 


converted into 
policies, projects, 


and programs that recognize the 
human dignity of the individual and 
that give to the individual an en- 
vironment that he comprehends and 
a sense that he is 
progressing," 


Shattuck said. 
Referring to the field industrial 


relations as "America's most sig- 
nificant frontier,"

Clark official-said that safety and 
health programs, job analysis, and 
a carefully run "growth program" 
are elements in the best type of in- 
dustrial management He stressed 
that these programs be "coopera-

brick and mortar, expensive equip- 
ment and scientific processes with- 
out the human skills, background, 
and loyalities with which to make 
them operative?" he asked. 


He quoted from two industrial 


executives, one of whom remarked 
that his plant would be operated 
with "no surprises" and another who 
suggested: "In the daily operation 
of our business let us make certain 
that no one is 
ignored on those 


things about which he thinks tie 
has a right to be consulted." 


Shattuck said that "industry can't 


go very far in helping moral and 
physical cripples, but it can go as 
far as possible." He said that in- 
dustry has a "definite moral obliga- 
tion" in aiding the crippled and 
those who have at one time or oth- 
er been convicted of crimes. "Steps 
should be taken to "meet this prob- 
lem without overdoing it" he said. 


"The biggest by-product of sound 


industrial relations is the strength- 
ening of our democratic structure 
and sound personnel administration 
based upon the importance of the 
individual is the very essence 
democracy," Shattuck said.

What has happened to the City of 


Flint would not have happened if 
thi Senate bill had been made into 
law a month ago. The ship would 
not have sailed for Europe. It would 
not have been captured by a Ger- 
man raider. It would not have been 
taken to the Russian port of Mur- 
mansk. Its crew would not be in 
effect prisoners. Their lives would 
not be in danger from exploding 
mines or from gunfire in case the 
British and Germans have a battle 
for possession of the ship. The Unit- 
ed States would not have a diplo> 
matic dispute with Russia. 


The episode of the ship is a com- 


plete practical demonstration that 
the Senate bill is correctly designed 
4o insulate this country against be- 
coming involved in the European 
war in order to protect American 
lives or to uphold American com- 
mercial interests. 


It is well to fix the essential facts 


clearly in our minds. The City of 
Flint sailed for England on Oct 3 
with a cargo of freight. Since the 
arms embargo was then in effect, it 
carried no "defensive" or "offen- 
sive" weapons, no arms, ammunition 
or implements of war. But it carried 
all sorts of American products that 
no one has seriously attempted to 
embargo. Yet the British and the 
German governments are treating 
many of the commodities in the car- 
go as contraband of war, that is to 
say, as liable to seizure and confis- 
cation. 


The Germans have captured the 


ship. Under international law, as 
we ourselves have practiced it, they 
were entitled to capture the ship. 
But in capturing it, they have made 
it perfectly clear that they do not 
recognize Senator Nye's distinction 
between arms and other commodi- 
ties, nor Mr. Hoover's distinction be- 
tween bombing planes and fighting 
planes. It was the distinction of the 
ship and not the character of the 
cargo that made the City of Flint a 
prize of war. It follows that the 
Senate bill, which would embargo 
the ship from sailing into the war 
zone, removes the whole danger at 
its source. For we are entangled in 
the episode not because of the cargo 
but because of the ship. Had this 
been a British ship carrying a cargo 
of bombing planes, nothing that 
could have happened to the ship af- 
ter it left our territorial waters 
could involve the United States gov- j

Couple of Questions 
Remain Unanswered 


Barring an accident at sea while 


the ship is in dangerous waters, the 
case of the City of Flint will lose 
much of its importance as soon as 
the Senate bill becomes the Inw of 
the land. For the American people 
will hardly be disposed to make a 


j great issue out of an episode that 
would not have occurred if the pas- 
sage of the neutrality bill had not 
been delayed. 


-That does not mean, however, that 


the case can be wholly ignored. 
Two questions of considerable im- 
portance will remain. One is the 
effect of our refusal, entirely proper 
so it seems to us, though the op- 
posite view is arguable, to admit 
that a belligerent has the right to 
take a captured American ship into 
a neutral harbor. This question 
might become troublesome if one of 


German raiders now at large 


should capture an American ship 
bound, say, for South Africa or for 
Australia, and should take it into 
a South American port. We should 
then expect the South American 
country to do what Norway did 
when the Germans took the City of 
Flint into the harbor of Tromsoe; 
that is to say, to order the ship to 


leave practically at once. But we 
shall probably not like that very 
much either if it means that an 
American ship with an American 
crew is •wandering on the high seas 
as prisoner of a German prize crew. 
This question may never arise 
and until it does there is no need 
to say what we should do about 
it 
But we shall do well to think 


about it

The other question is intangible 


but is more immediately important. 
It arises out of what appears on 
the face of the facts to be the gross 
discourtesy of the Soviet govern- 
ment in not enabling our own gov- 
ernment to communicate •with the 
American crew of this American 
ship while they were in the harbor 
of Murmansk. It is inadmissable, 
for example, that the wife of the 
captain of this ship should have 
had to learn through a telephone 
message from a German diplomatic 
agent in Boston that her husband 
was aboard, a ship sailing from a 
Russian port It is inadmissable that 
the American Embassy in Moscow 
was kept from talking with Ameri- 
can citizens in a Russian port 


To ignore such a gross violation of 


diplomatic decency would be to ad- 
mit that we do not insist upon re- 
spect for 
our most elementary 


fights. Why, if we were at war with 
Russia, and these Americans were 
Russian prisoners of war, the Rus- 


sian government would still have 
been under obligation to let the 
families of the men know from 
some one who has visited them 
how they are faring. To have held 
these Americans incommunicado 
while there exist full diplomatic re- 
lations between the United States 
and Soviet Russia requires more 
explaining than the Russians have 
as yet done. 


An explanation is needed because 


i."; would be a very unhealthy prece- 
dent so early in the war, to let it 
be felt that Soviet Russia is safe in 
treating the United States so shab- 
bily. We are, for example, greatly 
concerned for* the independence of 
Finland and the other Scandinavian 
countries, and along with the other 
American nations we have expres- 
sed our moral solidarity in their 
struggle for the maintenance of 
their neutrality. If now Soviet Rus- 
sia can with impunity humiliate 
th!s country, our TT^oral suport of 
Finland may count for very little. 
If we cannot make our own ele- 
mentary rights respected in Mos- 
cow, what is to become of the Finns 
and the Swedes? 


There is no disguising the fact 


that this is the most serious aspect 
of the incident. For while we have 
no quarrel with 
Germany, 
and 


while we have only a legal argu- 
ment with Russia about the ship it- 
self, the discourtesy shown us will, 
if it is ignored, invite an increasing 
disregard of our rights and of our 
moral influence. At the very least, 
therefore, "we ai-e compelled to ask 
the Russians to explain their con- 
duct or to

But while it is necessary to be 


firm, we should be persistent and 
not impatient There will be a temp- 
tation to recall the ambassador as a 
gesture of annoyance. But such ges- 
tures are not very useful. In the 
case of Russia now, as in the case of 
Germany, it would be far better to 
have an ambassador and see that he 
is respected, than to withdraw him 
and sulk. For an ambassador is not 
a certificate of our admiration for 
the government to which he is ac- 
credited: an ambassador is an agent 
for communicating our views to the 
head of a foreign state. And tha 
more difficult our relations with 
that state, the more desirable it is to 
have an ambassador. 


It will be better in the case of 


Russia, as it would have been better 
in the case of Germany, to keep the 
ambassador at his post and to back 
him up and to keep him at work 
making our views understood and 
respected, than to order him home 
and then give up the effort to make 
our views prevail.

I expect him to bid ei- 
ther four diamonds or four hearts 
and then will support him. How- 
ever, North has a much better hand 
than he has indicated up to this 
point, hence over three no trump he 
must finally take some real action. 
He does so by jumping to five 
hearts thereby demanding a choice 
from South as to whether six hearts 
or six diamonds would be a better

Obviously a grand slam contract 


would be very unwise inasmuch as 
it depends on good breaks in two 
srat£.

Wide Variety of Experiences 


BY ANGEEO PATU 
Parents often v/onder why their children do not do certain things they 


wish them to do. It would be nice, they think, if John went to church, if 
Mary did well in music, if Sun was interested in science, Louise in nrt 
Why is it they don't care about such things when other children, not half 
so well advantaged, do very well in them. 


Probably because somebody took the trouble to subject these other 


children to the experiences they toped they might accept. That's the 
only way one can be sure that children like, or dislike, certain fields of 
human experience, that they have a talent, or lack it. That is why chil- 
dren between the ages of twelve and fourteen, roughly measured, should 
enjoy a school that offers them varied experiences in such activities. If 
this time goes by without allowing children these experiences, and the 
choice of accepting or rejecting them without prejudice, there is little 
hope of stimulating them afterward. 


There is a time in a child's growth when he dwells in a state of open- 


mindedness for certain experiences. Between the seventh month and the j 
end of the second year, be is wide open to language stimulus. He catches 
at each syllable, each new word he hears, and works at it until he gets it 
fixed in his vocabulary. Between 
the ages of five and seven he is 
eager to learn to read. Now it is 
easy to teach him and he learns 
willingly, rapidly, the mechanics of 
reading. This plan of growth holds 
throughout his life, one set of ex- 
periences being welcomed after the 
other through maturity. It is during 
pre-adolescence that children be- 
gin to taste lifelong activities, try 
out their skills, discover talents and 
tastes. It is the function of the jun- 
ior high school to furnish oppor- 
tunities for these investigations and 
discoveries.
